It will be noted that certain previous sontingency 
reporting requirements have been, amended as follows: 
The former levy for reporting on the stability of the 
Hexican Government hag been changed to a more reailoetic 
and meaningful statement as reflected by (d) above. 
This modification is appropriate, aa political changes. 
in Mexico are moat likely eccur within the framework 
of constitutionality. The previous charge for reporting 
on jsecret shipments of strategic materials from Hexicd 27 
to bloc countries is no longer epecifically required and 
has been dcieted,
